Teacher demands seek 
time off, class cuts

Teaching loads, reduction of secondary or high school classes under 
certain conditions, time off for instructional preparation, time off to 
further individual abilities and strict policies governing student field 
trips are additional subjects of concern and highlighted in the 
proposed comprehensive agreem ent sought by Lompoc teachers from 
the Lompoc Unified School District. 
The Lompoc Education Association demands that high school class 
sizes should be reduced when the number of students assigned to any 
room is larger than; 
1. The capacity of teaching facilities, number of adequate teaching 
stations and number of adequate pupil stations available in the room. 
2. The appropriateness of the room to content of the course, the 
methods of instruction to be employed and the prior preparation of 
teachers therefor. 
3. The availability of equipment for adequate teacher demonstration 
and student use. 
4. Any other conditions which affect the health, safety and 
supervision of the pupils. 
Tying such demands into strict policy may create problems in 
financing and additional staffing and will no doubt be a subject of 
much negotiation. 
Another proposal by the teachers calls for the daily teaching load in 
the high schools to be five teaching periods and “ shall not exceed 275 
minutes of pupil contact per day.” Presently the high school day 
consists of seven periods but only six periods are teaching periods. 
Teachingperiods are 45 minutes in length. The rationale of teachers on 
this proposal is that the extra period will allow for more class 
preparation time, two periods to be exact. 
Under the subject of “ Calendar” teachers propose that the district 
“ shall provide in the school calendar for one minimum day each week 
at the elementary level. ” The minimum day will be used, according to 
teachers, for their attendance at professional meetings, staff 
meetings, approved workshops, parent-teacher counseling or other 
purposes to improve instruction. District officials state that so far this 
year, an average of six minimum days have been granted.

War protesters quit 
with capitol rally

WASHINGTON (UPI) -A ntiw ar 
protesters climaxed 
17 days of 
demonstrations in Washington with 
a rally at the U.S. Capitol today, 
demanding 
that 
Congress 
act 
immediately to end the conflict in 
Vietnam. 
Participants acknowledged 
they 
were running out of steam and 
leaders of the prolonged protest said 
th e y 
h a d 
no 
o r g a n i z e d 
demonstration plans beyond today. 
A spokesman for the May Day 
Tribe, one of the most militant of 
various protest groups involved in 
th e 
e n d -th e -w a r 
c a m p a ig n , 
commented: “ A lot of people want 
to go home.” 
Prior to a midafternoon mass 
m arch 
to 
Capitol 
Hill, 
the 
demonstrators rallied on the mall 
which stretches, from the Capitol to 
the Lincoln Memorial, for an open 
air “ peoples’ press conference ’ 
Strong police contingents were on 
hand to keep the growing crowd 
under control. 
Many of the speakers condemned 
the mass arrests of more than 10,000 
of the protesters over the past two 
days; jail conditions which they 
endured, 
and 
charged 
police 
brutality. 
In advance of the Capitol march, a 
protest spokesman said: “ If this 
goes well today, it will be a nice way 
to end. The people will leave with a 
sense of victory.” 
Some of the protesters indicated 
they 
planned 
to 
rem ain 
in 
Washington 
in 
the 
coming 
few 
days—presumably 
to 
carry 
out 
isolated demonstration tactics. 
But most demonstrators were 
weary. The police were also weary. 
And the fever of direct protest was 
winding down 
The House and Senate wings of the 
Capitol were kept open through the 
morning and tourists were out in 
force. On the steps of the House 
wing, a high sc'hool band from

As rescue workers groped during 
the morning through slimy, slippery 
mud at the bottom of a pit that was a 
mile wide and 300 feet deep in some 
sections, more houses slipped into 
the 
cavernous 
depression 
amid 
continuing caveins by the shifting 
watery clay. 
The number of victims was still 
undetermined, but one hospital said 
it had admitted two and had cleared 
beds for at least 35. 
At least one bus and one car were 
also swallowed up by the yawning 
pit, police said. 
“ Our latest reports from the 
scene indicate that 20 are presumed 
dead and 15 are missing,” Paul 
Tremblay,

head, said. 


Rescue work by 200 police, armed 
forces personnel, and volunteers, 
was hampered by continuing cave­ 
ins since the first struck shortly 
before midnight in this village of 
2,000 in the Laurentian mountains 
140 miles north of the city of 
Quebec. 
Police cordoned off roads leading 
to the area, fearful of danger to 
more than 500 curious onlookers 
flocking to the disaster scene. 
“ It’s sort of like a cold lava, and 
the movement of a truck a half-mile 
away is enough to set off more 
slides,” Tremblay said. 
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Council declares wrecking 
yards public nuisance' 


The Lompoc City Council last 
night unanimously approved the 
introduction and first reading of an 
ordinance declaring the city’s two 
automobile 
wrecking 
yards 
as 
public nuisances. 
Minutes after the council also 
approved another ordinance that 
will permit the yards to stay in their 
present location by obtaining use 
permits. 
The council’s decision regarding 
the public nuisance ordinance came 
after a lengthy pubic hearing in 
which residents complained of the 
health and safety hazard of the 
wrecking yard as well as their 
unsightly 
condition, 
and 
others 
emphasized the need for the yards. 
Mayor Art Scott, who has been 
against attempts to force business 
out of the city, also voted in favor of 
the 
public 
nuisance 
ordinance, 
noting that the use permit ordinance 
will allow the yards to stay in the 
city and at the same time enhance 
the property through beautification. 
Application for a use permit, 
under 
the 
new' ordinance, 
will 
enable the city to request extensive 
beautification 
of 
the 
wrecking 
yards, 
including high, attractive 
fences to hide the yard interior and 
landscaping with the use of trees, 
flowers and shrubbery to beautify 
the area. 
Roy Velasquez of Roy’s Auto 
wrecking, 333 North 2nd Street has 
already appliced for the use permit. 
William Perry of P erry’s Auto 
Wrecking, 
1030 W. 
Laurel, 
has 
indicated he intends to move out of 
the 
city 
limits, 
onto 
property 
adjacent to the city landfill dump 
southwest of the city. 
Perry, said last night he has 
already received papers to apply for 
a use permit with the county but has 
not as yet filed them. 
Perry appeared perturbed at the 
city’s insistence that he move faster 
on the project. “ 1 don’t like being 
pushed,”

The problem of abandoned cars 
came up during the hearing and 
members of the audience were

Ronald Reagan took his increasingly 
bitter 
dispute 
with

antipoverty “ bureaucrats” directly 
to President Nixon today. 
He called on the president to order 
top federal officials to meet with 
California 
representatives 
and 
establish “ necessary safeguards” 
against 
what 
he 
charged 
was 
“ misconduct” by officials of the 
U.S. 
Office 
of 
Economic 
Opportunity (OEO). 
The Republican chief executive 
charged that the Federal OEO. 
whose director. 
Frank Carlucci. 
reports to Nixon, had acted against 
the 
best 
interests of California 
apparently “ to curry favor with the 
’poverty law establishment’ and to 
appease 
certain 
u ltra-liberal 
members of Congrt*ss ” 
Reagan cited both a federal report 
highly critical of the state OEO 
leaked to the news media last week 
and what he said was federal OEO

Rogers commented on the talks 
briefly to newsmen as he left the 
office of Foreign Minister Mahmoud 
Riad on his way to a meeting with 
Prime Minister Mahmoud Fawzi. 
After meeting with Fawzi for

Rogers then continued his talks 
with Riad over luncheon at a Cairo 
hotel.

Rogers after the first Riad talks 
today asked him how they had gone 
and he replied simply, “ Very well.” 
Egyptian officials have received 
Rogers very warmly and appear to 
be very pleased by his airport 
statement on arrival here from 
Beirut Tuesday evening.

States sought an over-all peace 
settlement and in this context was 
interested in exploring ways for 
reopening the Suez Canal.

per year rent in Sacramento 
and furnishes him with a 
lucrative 
entertainm ent 
allowance.

governor. He is a veteran of 
51 motion pictures and two 
successful television series,

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T o m Seaver still cares, but... 


Taking a whack at it

NEW YORK — (NEA) - 
Little more than a year ago, 
Tom Seaver cared. He was 
insatiably curious about the 
world that extended beyond 
the warmup mound at Shea 
Stadium. He cared so in­ 
tensely that he took a full 
page ad in the New York 
Times, with his wife Nancy, 
to proclaim his opposition to 
the war in Vietnam and to 
plead for peace. 
Now, his former teammate 
Ron Swoboda has blasted 
him as an “insensitive, self- 
centered” person, concerned 
only with his own well-be­ 
ing. 
Tom Seaver, if you probe 
him, still cares. “It’s all 
wrong,” he says, “the war, 
and the Calley thing.” But 
he has withdrawn from pub­ 
lic posture. 
An apathy has enveloped 
Tom Seaver. It matters be­ 
cause Tom is 26 and he has 
been in the Army. Because 
more than most young peo­ 
ple, he has identification and 
symbolically represents 
a 
generation. He is the out­ 
standing young pitcher in 
baseball, the winner of the 
Cy Young Award in 1969, the 
hero of the World Series, the 
All-American boy who made 
good. Even Swoboda’s crit­ 
icism has been a plus be­ 
cause it has made Seaver 
more human. 
But listen to him now, as 
another baseball season has 
started. 
“I have this feeling of fu­ 
tility and frustration,” he 
says. “You make your views 
known and nothing happens. 
So you do nothing more be- 
c a u s e you feel it won’t 
change things anyhow. You 
figure, what use is it? 
“Besides, I have enough 
to concern myself with in 
my own way of life. Pitching 
is the kind of thing that de­ 


mands total concentration. 
At least, it does for me. I 
can’t c o m m i t myself full 
time to something else. And 
I have my family. They’re 
both very important to me, 
my family and pitching.” 
At the end of last season, 
he withdrew. He drove off 
with his wife Nancy in a 
camper on an 8.000-mile trip 
routed through his h o m e 
town of Fresno, Calif., the 
idea being to get away from 
people and to contemplate 
what had happened to him 
the last part of the season, 
when he won only two of his 
last 12 starts for the Mets. 


“ I was very depressed,” 
he admits. “ But w h e n I 
came back after seeing this 
big country for a month, I 
realized that winning only 
two of our 12 isn’t the most 
important t h i n g in the 
world.” 
Maybe not, but his failures 
still dominate his thoughts 
and his conversation today. 
Seaver thinks going out of 
his regular pitching rotation 
last August affected him. 
“It’s the only reason I can 
think of,” he says. “For six 
years I had been pitching 
every fifth day. Then I went 
twice in a row with three 


days rest and it threw me 
off. I never felt the same " 
Manager Gil Hodges ot the 
Mets disagrees. 
“ 1 don’t think the three 
days rest had anything to do 
with it,” says Gil. “I contend 
Tommy was a different type 
of pitcher last year than he 
had been in previous sea­ 
sons. Check the records. He 
struck out a lot more people, 
and when you do that, you 
throw more pitches and you 
generally pitch harder.” 
Insinuating, of course, that 
it takes more out of your 
arm, especially late in the 
season. True, Seaver did get 
strikeout conscious last year. 
In 1969, when he won 25, he 
fanned 208. In 1970, when he 
tailed off to 18 wins, 12 de­ 
feats. he struck out 283 and 
tied the major league record 
of 19 whiffs in one game. 
“I don’t think he pitched 
that badly,” adds Hodges. 
“Tommy has a lot of pride. 
He’s like Bob Gibson and 
Ferguson Jenkins and Juan 
Marichal. He t h i n k s he 
should win more than 18 
games, and he should. But 
a pitcher needs a little bit 
of luck, too, like having the 
team score more runs be­ 
hind him or getting taken 
out of a game and still get­ 
ting the win.” 
Somehow it’s comforting 
to the rest of us frail mortals 
that a little bad luck can 
also come into the life of 
Tom Seaver, and that he 
can display 
such 
normal 
failings as temper and self­ 
ishness. He said that Swo­ 
boda’s criticism didn’t upset 
him, but it did. 
“Somebody l i k e him,” 
railed Seaver to a team­ 
mate, “isn’t going to tell me 
how to run my life.” 
See, he does care—at least 
where it concerns his base­ 
ball existence.

You want to shift your 
weight to your right and then 
back during the golf swing, 
but many weekend players 
overdo it and disrupt their 
balance. 
You only want to ease a 
little over half your weight 
to the right on your back- 
swing. That applies to the 
follow-through, 
too. 
Don’t 
lunge through the ball. Think 
about keeping your weight on 


the insides of your feet. 
A good practice gimmick 
is to guard against swaying 
by propping a couple of door 
wedges under the outsides of 
your feet. I’ve bought them 
at the friendly neighborhood 
hardware store, cheap. 
A second approach — and 
you can take this one onto 
the course with you — is to 
flex your knees toward each 
other as you address the ball. 
That encourages a g o o d 
weight shift without going to 
excess.

A dying breed 


Santa Barbara County Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
reflections on the recent tragic death of one of our local 
California 
Highway 
Patrolmen 
serves 
as 
today’s 
editorial: 


Between 1960 and 1970, eighty five California Peace 
Officers have died in the pursuit of maintaining law and 
order in our state. 
Perhaps if the details of these deaths were disclosed, 
citizens might better understand why we som etim es act 
and behave as we do. 
City police officers made up to 67 per cent of the 
victim s, sheriff's deputies, 18 per cent and California 
Highway Patrol officers, 15 per cent. 
Uniformed patrol, most often available for assignment 
and most visible to an assailant contributed the most 
victims. Even at that, 19 officers were not in uniform 
when slain; five of these were off-duty officers in plain 
clothes who still chose to respond to the situation that led 
to their deaths. 
The age and experience of the victim probably reflects 
the assignment to patrol and traffic of younger and 
relatively more inexperienced officers. Forty-two of the 
85 slain officers were less than 30 years of age. Only 14 
of the victim s were over 40, and 35 of them had less than 
three years of experience. 
Most of the officers killed were alert to some kind of 
potential danger. About seven of each ten killed were 
responding to either a crim e or were stopping persons on 
vehicles of which they were suspicious. And, of course, 
the new craze is “ ambush killings” in which eight 
officers were slam without warning. 
The practice of doubling up officers for safety is not 
valid. More officers with partners were killed than those 
working alone. 
Thirty-nine per cent were alone as 
opposed to 41 per cent with one partner, and another 20

per cent who were with two or more oiticers. 
Seventy-nine officers were killed by firearm s, 12 of 
them by their own or a fellow officer's gun. A motor 
vehicle was the murder weapon in two cases, three 
officers were clubbed, axed or beaten to death and one 
was the victim of a bomb. 
Who are the killers of police officers? The suspects 
were an experienced group and many were under some 
kind of supervision at the time they committed the 
killing. 
Contrary to popular belief,'little prior drug 
history as reflected by arrest, was found in their prison 
records. 
They tend to be young and white, with 75 of 
those less than 30 years of age. Fifty-five per cent were 
white, 19 per cent Mexican American and 25 per cent 
were Negro. 
The suspects of peace officer killings rarely escape 
apprehension; 
15 were killed and four committed 
suicide. 
Ninety-four were eventually charged with a 
crim e and only seven suspects were not identified or 
apprehended at the close ot 1970. 
What happened to the police killers? Although the bulk 
of those arrested were charged with murder, only one- 
half so charged were actually convicted of m urder in the 
first degree. 
Only 23 received the death sentence, 14 
were 
convicted 
of 
second 
degree 
m urder, 
four 
manslaughter and 18 were either dism issed or acquitted. 
Everytim e a law enforcement officer knocks on a 
door, stops a vehicle or asks information from a 
pedestrian, he is placing himself in danger. 
After 
serving the public for several years, alm ost every officer 
begins to wonder about the law of averages. So, the next 
time you encounter a policeman and he isn’t as friendly 
as you think he should be, consider what might be going 
through his mind and of what he is putting on the line to 
serve you.

com m ission, one more study, one 
more plea from the drowning — this 
is hardly the answer for New York 
and the cities across the nation up 
against the stonewall of bankruptcy 
and breakdown. Yet Mayor John V. 
Lindsay and Sen. Fred Harris have 
teamed up through the National 
Urban Coalition to try once more to 
focus 
public 
attention 
on 
the 
desperate dilem m a of the cities. 
The 
Lindsay 
- 
Harris commission 
does not intend to 
a d d 
to 
th e 
b i b l i o g r a p h y 
of 
d e s p a i r . 
T h e i r 
report to be issued 
later 
this 
month 
will stress what is 
being done now and 
what can be done to 
r e v e r s e 
t h e 
downward slide. 
In addition to the two co-chairmen 
the commission includes men and 
women immediately and directly 
concerned with what is happening to 
the m inorities shut in the ghettos 
that are 
rapidly crumbling into 
decay. 
Indifference and apathy on the 
part of the white and com paratively 
com fortable m ajority, this is the 
obstacle standing in the way of 
action. It is more formidable than 
outright hostility — like punching a 
bag of dough to try to get through 
this 
b arrier. 
R ecently 
M ayor 
Lindsay took nine of his fellow 
m ayors on a tour of the half-ruined 
Brownsville district in Brooklyn. 
They agreed that while Brownsville 
was a little farther down the road, 
they could match the abandoned 
d w el l i n gs , 
a b a n do n ed 
c a r s , 
abandoned 
people 
in 
their own 
domains. 
Yet as publicized as was this tour 
of decay the impact on whites 
fleeing the center city is a question. 
Like Lot’s wife they are afraid to 
look back lest they suffer the fate of 
those trapped in the burning city. 
In a brief time here in New York 
this reporter has learned of four and 
perhaps 
five 
firm s 
with 
large 
payrolls in the city that intend in the 
near future to move out. They will 
go to New Jersey or Connecticut in 
the hope of escaping high taxes, 
demanding 
unions, 
crim e, 
the 
continuing 
threat 
of

disorder. This is more of the exodus 
that has seen in recent years a 
constant erosion of the tax base, 
with 
the corresponding 
need to 
scram ble for sources of revenue 
already overburdened. 
New York is, of course, the prime 
case, exam ple No. 1 of what 
the 
downward slide can mean. The case 
is complicated by the fact that 
L i n d s a y , 
still 
n o mi na l ly 
a 
Republican, is at odds with the 
Republican 
governor, 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller, 
and the Republican 
President, Richard M. Nixon. The 
mayor has been crying out to Albany 
and 
to 
Washington 
for 
help 
in 
staving 
off 
bankruptcy 
and 
the 
answer com es back like an oft- 
repeated echo: no, no, no. 
Rockefeller is himself in trouble. 
The Republican legislature with its 
conservative, 
small-town 
balance 
has slashed his budget for the state. 
This has meant dism issing 8,250 
state employes and abolishing 4,000 
vacant jobs. 
That hits hard at 
narcotics control, psychiatric aid, 
higher education and conservation 
— the areas most urgently in need of 
help. So, 
naturally, there is no 
money for the citv. and Rockefeller 
in a letter to the mayor warned that 
higher state or city taxes would only 
drive out more payrolls. 
The paradox of great wealth in the 
midst of poverty is nowhere so 
vividly illustrated as in this city 
with 
its 
glittering 
diamondhard 
heart in mid-Manhattan and the 
outlying 
reaches 
of 
H arlem , 
Brownsville, 
and 
B edford 
S t u y v e s a n t 
t h e 
f a r - f l u n g 
encam pm ents of the poor and the 


dispossessed. 
The 
resources 
for 
enjoyment of life, for art, music, 
theater, are all here if only the 
means 
of 
livelihood 
could 
be 
marshalled and maintained. 
A centennial anniversary exhibit 
at the Metropolitan Museum— m as­ 
terpieces of art of fifty centuries 
--is a superb display of m an’s 
yearing for the symbolic, for a 
dimension 
beyond daily living. 
Beginning with the American and 
the Babylonian, it goes through to 
the abstractionists with works from 
a diversity of cultures related in 
time, and the whole tied together 
with recordings and film s. It is also 
a 
display 
of 
the 
extraordinary 


wealth of the metropolitan, much of 
it gifts from the very rich. To the 
crowds pouring through this is the 
face of New York keeping hope 
alive. 
The 
resources of 
art, 
music, 
theater must seem a refuge in the 
perhaps inextricable web of political 
dissension and dire poverty. The 
m ayors are all for revenue-sharing 
if only as a sm all dividend to hold off 
bankruptcy. 
But 
revenue-sharing 
does nothing for the city caught in a 
bind 
between 
state 
and federal 
dependency with the relief load 
constantly escalating.

Cranston,

three-days of hearings this 
morning as chairman of the 
Ve t e r a n s 
Heal t h 
and 
Hospitals 
Subcommittee, 
asserted that “ aged and 
impoverished veterans who 
are denied 
admission 
to 
Veterans 
Administration 
hospitals will turn to public 
and private hospitals where 
care under tax-supported 
Medicare and Medicaid is 
for more expensive. ” 
Dr. Marc J. Musser, the 
VA s chief medical officer, 
admitted 
in 
response 
to 
Cranston's questioning, that 
the 
average 
cost 
under 
Medicare is $73 a day as 
compared with $54 in VA 
hospitals. 
Dr. Musser agreed that 
the disparity between the 
two would be “ even greater 
if we included physician's 
charges in the Medicare 
figure.” 
Cranston estimated that 
including physician's fees, 
M edicare 
costs 
would 
average $25 a day more than 
VA hospital per diem costs. 
Dr. Michael J. McGarvey, 
assistant to the president of 
the New York Health and 
Hospitals Corporation, who 
also 
t es t i f i ed 
before 
Cranston's 
Subcommittee, 
said that Medicaid costs for 
public 
hospitals 
in 
New 
York City run $113 a day and 
¿hat a semi-private room in 
a typical private hospital in 
the city would come to $155 
a day, 
without including 
physician’s charges. 
Attacking what he called 
the “ false economy" of the 
V A ’s

the cutbacks will mean that

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A Centurff Before H er Time 
The Doctor Wore Pants 


By LEON SILER 
NEW YORK—iN E A )-It’s 
a tidal wave of pants for 
w o m e n t h e s e days—long 
p a n t s , s h o r t pants. Hot 
Pants, tight ones and loose 
ones, wide bottoms and nar­ 
row, plain and checked and 
striped. And it’s a promising 
phenomenon according to 
forecasts of an early-day 
pants-for-women crusader. 
Happier marriages, better 
p r o t e c t i o n of femininity 
from masculine wiles, the 
diminution of vice—th e s e 
are among the boons the 
crusader foresaw from the 
general substitution of pants 
for petticoats and s k i r t s . 
Realization of these boons 
from t o d a y ’s far-advanced 
s t a g e of that substitution 
seemingly could spell a re­ 
v e r s a 1 of any threatened 
trend of public and private 
morals toward looseness or 
decay. 
The early crusader’s name 
was Mary Edward Walker. 
Of pants-for-women advo­ 
cates she was one of the 
most articulate as well as 
one of the first; she made a 
ruckus about it. 
Her first pants were blue 
with a gold stripe down the 
legs, the uniform of a first 
l i e u t e n a n t in the United 
States Army. Mary Walker, 
a recent graduate of Syra­ 
cuse Medical College was 
an assistant surgeon in the 
Civil War. 
Distinction was to come 
to her at the war’s close. On 
Jan. 24, 1866, with the con­ 
currence of two presidents 
—L i n c o l n and A n d r e w 
Johnson—she was awarded 
the Medal of Honor. 
No other woman had re­ 
ceived the nation’s highest 
military d e c o r a t i o n , and 
none has received it since. 
Dr. Mary wore the medal 
for 50 years, practically all of 
which she spent presenting 
vigorous pants-for-women ar­ 
guments in one way or an- 
o t h e r—t a 1 к i n g, writing, 
demonstrating. Then on Feb. 
15, 1917, the same United 
States Army which had pre­ 
sented the medal to her de­ 
cided to take it away. 
It acted, the War Depart­ 
ment of those days said offi­ 
cially, because a board of 
general officers set up by 
Congress had determined— 
this after a full half-century 
of elapsed time—that the 
award of the medal to Dr. 
Mary was not in accordance 
with law. Specifically, the 
board indicated there was 
no evidence that Dr. Mary, 
during her service at vari­ 
ous Civil War fronts, had 
demonstrated h e r o i s m in 
combat. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
women have served in the 
a r m e d f o r c e s since Dr. 
Mary’s time, at home and 
overseas, but somehow the 
s e r v i c e s have never got 
a r o u n d to recommending 
any of them for Medal of 
Honor distinction. 
During much of her life 
a f t e r the war, Dr. Mary 
traveled far and wide, wear­ 
ing pants and urging other 
women to wear them. She 
made innumerable speeches 
on the subject, wrote pieces 
for the newspapers and mag­ 
azines and a book or two. 
But her c a m p a i g n i n g 
seemed to get no results. Dr. 
Ma r y c a m e up with an 
“American reform” costume 
for women, featuring pants 
of a sort, but it was a flop. 
There was novelty about 
the doctor’s d i s c u s s i o n s . 
Some of them were a bit 
racy for those days—and the 
doctor liked to pause and 
hint that much more could 
be told to a strictly femi­ 
nine a u d i e n c e about the 
relative merits of d r e s s e s 
and pants and their various 
accouterments. 
Pants for women are “hy­ 
gienic” that was a note upon 
which the doctor usually be­ 
gan her talks or her writ­ 
ings 
They wouldn’t “pro­ 
duce or aggravate mechani­ 
cal displacements of the ab­ 
dominal and pelvic viscera.” 
They would not cause the 
“vast a m o u n t of debilita­ 
tion” that results from the 
weight and “swaying mo­ 
tion of long dresses. 
If men, she insisted, were 
really protectors of women, 
as they p r o f e s s e d to be, 
“they would not attempt to 
compel women to dress so 
that the facilities for vice 
would always be easy, but 
would sanction a dress that 
is quite the reverse, and no 
man would attempt to in­ 
vade the family circle of his 
neighbor.” 
Dr. Mary always returned 
to the thought that the fact 
she was speaking or writing 
for a general a u d i e n c e , 
r a t h e r than women only, 
E 
revented her from “mak- 
ig Jull elucidations and 
comparisons.” 
She was certain that tight 
dresses “attack the respira­ 
tion. the digestion, and the 
assimilative circulation of 
the blood and the nervo- 
vital fluid,” and she was 
sure that milady w a s t e s 


“animal electricity” in bur­ 
dening herself with the vo­ 
luminousness of dresses and 
petticoats. There are better 
things to do, she commented, 
with animal electricity, “es­ 
pecially in the marriage rela­ 
tion,” than waste it in “car­ 
rying about drygoods.” 


Here is the doctor’s own 
description of her “Ameri­ 
can Reform” outfit; 
“The linen is made with 
high neck and loose waist, 
and whole drawers, and long 
sleeves with wristbands at­ 
tached; thus making a com­ 
plete undersuit in one gar­ 


ment. The d r a w e r s are 
folded over the ankles and 
the stockings adjusted over 
the drawers, thus keeping 
the ankles warm and also 
keeping the stockings ar­ 
ranged without elastics or 
bands. The pants are like 
men’s, and are either but­ 


toned to the waist of the un­ 
dersuit or are arranged with 
the usual susoender§.” 
A sort of combination vest 
and sack coat, made in one 
piece and f a l l i n g to the 
knees, completed the rig. 
The doctor wore this out­ 
fit occasionally, but mnre 


often she wore o r d i n a r y 
pants, white shirt, bat-wing 
collar and long frock coat, 
while campaigning for the 
pants cause in Washington, 
B a l t i m o r e , Philadelphia, 
New York and other cities. 
Cat-calling small boys fol­ 
lowed at her heels, on the 


streets. Policemen arrested 
her half a dozen times for 
the high crime of masquer­ 
ading. 
Eventually, she gaVe up 
and retired to a lonely, frus­ 
trated life in a home she 
called “Bunker Hill” at Os­ 
wego, N.Y. Bitterness was 
SAVE UP TO 


added to frustration when 
in 1917 she was notified that 
her Medal of H o n o r had 
b e e n w i t h d r a w n . She 
brooded for two years, and 
then died, alone, on a cold 
February day of 1919, leav­ 
ing no survivors

Condominiums a Peril 
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By O W EN ED W A RD S 


TEQUESTA, Fla.— (N EA ) 
—In this state of retirement 
nirvana, environmental trou­ 
bles are literally piling up, 
story after high-rise story. 
As is o f t e n the case, the 
cause of the trouble is too 
much success. 


Building Boom Could Ruin Florida 


For years Florida’s steady 
sun and warm waters have 
been merchandised as the 
u l t i m a t e balm for weary 
muscles and psyches. Now it 
s e ems that the state has 
been oversold, and while 
state officials try to slow the 
immigration, the precarious 
ecology of the area shows 


the strain. Perhaps the best 
e x a m p l e of the growing 
crisis is the rapid prolifera­ 
tion of the condominium 
community. 
Florida builders in small 
towns like this one have 
learned a lesson from the 
big cities—that it is more 
profitable to stack people up 


on a small piece of land than 
to have them spread out on 
a large tract. More people 
on less land equals more 
money. The grim fact that 
many of America's big cities 
are sick to the point of death 
from overcrowding is some­ 
thing local developers have 
managed to ignore. 


The c o n d o m i n i u m is 
roughly similar in concept 
to the cooperative 
apart­ 
ment, with the e x c e p t i o n 
that the buyer purchases 
shares in the condominium 
corporation rather than an 
individual apartment, then 
is given an apartment equiv­ 
alent in value to the shares. 


The advantages of the con­ 
dominium to retirees have 
made it the fastest-growing 
housing method in the Sun­ 
shine State. 
The r a n g e of prices is 
wide, upkeep costs can be 
relatively low ( if the owners 
run an e f f i c i e n t corpora­ 
tion) and swimming pools, 


clubhouses and golf courses 
can be shared at low cost. 
The advantages for builders 
are even gr e at e r. Condo­ 
miniums are easy and quick 
to build, land is still fairly 
cheap on the outskirts of 
small towns, p r o f i t s rise 
with the number of floors 
(as costs diminish propor-

tionately) and after all the 
units are built and sold, the 
developer turns the opera­ 
tion over to the new collec­ 
tive ownership (with all the 
attendant 
headaches) 
and 
goes off to build some more. 
But despite the warm sun 
and the comforting click of 
shuffleboard disks, environ­ 
mental realities are begin­ 
ning to tarnish the myth of 
the good life. 
Florida has what can be 
called a thin ecology. The 
state is uniformly flat, the 
highest point being just over 
300 feet, there is precious 
little topsoil over a sand 
base on the p o p u l a t e d 
coastal areas, and the water 
table is shallow. In terms of 
n a t u r a l resources, life is 
constantly on the brink, with 
little r e s e r v e to c a r r y 
through years of drought, or 
to survive the onslaught of 
man’s overwhelming de­ 
mands. 


Take a typical condomin­ 
ium setup: a compound of 
12 identical sparkling white, 
three-story b u i l d i n g s , 10 
apartments per floor, usual­ 
ly two retired occupants per 
apartment. That means at 
least 720 people dwelling on 
a piece of land seldom more 
than five acres. 
It is not difficult to imag­ 
ine what that means in terms 
of solid waste accumulation, 
sew.ige, freshwater use and 
all the other needs and by­ 
products of man’s existence. 
At the rate these builder’s 
dreams are going up, the 
prospect of ecological col­ 
lapse looms large and immi­ 
nent. 


Problems are everywhere, 
and even those making the 
greatest p r o f i t s from the 
building boom are beginning 
to notice. For instance, the 
Florida spring this year has 
been a dry one and a dry 
summer is expected. Tons of 
Water are needed every day 
just to keep alive the mini­ 
environments of turf and 
bushes that surround con- 
d o m i n i u m s like so many 
rugs and pieces of furniture, 
and tons more are used to 
feed i n n u m e r a b l e golf 
courses that have sprung up 
in conjunction with the high- 
rise explosion. 
With this luxurious con­ 
sumption, one long drought 
will bring a water shortage 
of emergency proportions, in 
an area already plagued by 
brush fire«. 


Another problem is no­ 
ticeably more apparent at 
the moment. During the first 
three days of a recent visit 
to a luxurious condominium 
here in Tequesta, the unmis­ 
takable stench of sewage 
filled the warm air day and 
night. 
When the visitor asked a 
r e s i d e n t about it, he ex­ 
plained that the nearby sew­ 
age t r e a t m e n t plant, pri­ 
vately owned by the builder 
of the condominium, often 
was not up to its task and 
during those times the resi­ 
dents of the town had to live 
with the smell. The plant, al­ 
ready outmoded, is not yet 
two years old and the area 
it serves is still the site of 
rapid construction. 


Meanwhile, the beautiful 
Loxahatchee River that runs 
past the town, one of the 
finest havens in the state for 
Florida wildlife, sags under 
the burden of sewage, the 
effluence of thousands of 
small boats, and gasoline 
spillage. 
Unless Florida can turn 
off the dream machine its 
public relations men have 
created, and dampen the vo­ 
racious appetites of its build­ 
ers, it could turn out to be 
the sunniest disaster area 
since Pompeii. An increas­ 
ingly vocal group of con­ 
servationists and c e r t a i n 
Florida legislators are work­ 
ing to publicize the prob­ 
lem, and the next few years 
should determine whether 
Fl o r i d a builders and the 
town councils that control 
them can begin to see ex­ 
pansion in terms of quality 
of life and not simply acres 
to be filled. 
However it goes, Florida 
will stand as a prime exam­ 
ple of the crucial difference 
between how many can be 
induced to live in a given 
area and how well those al­ 
ready there can live.

More people, today, are 
discovering 
the 
tim e- 
honored art of espalier. 
This 
happy 
discovery 
is 
fairly recent — before, a 
few experienced gardeners 
k n e w 
e n o u g h 
a b o u t 
selective 
pruning 
and 
training 
to 
make 
their 
plants grow flat against a 
wall. 
Plantsmen have aided in 
this discovery; 
nurseries 
today have a wide variety of 
plants 
pre-trained 
on 
t r e l l i s e s 
— 
“ i ns tant 
espaliers." 
They are eye­ 
catching on display in the 
nursery, 
and 
in 
the 
landscape 
the 
espaliered 
plants are distinctive. 
Space in modern gardens 
is often limited, therefore, 
espaliered trees and shrubs 
fill a need They provide the 
desired beauty in restricted 
locations 
that 
otherwise 
might have to go unplanted, 
make it possible to enjoy 
flowering plants in confined 
quarters — or permit you to 
grow 
fruit, 
where 
an 
ordinary tree would be too 
large. 
If how to use espaliers is a 
problem , 
consider 
the 
various uses. If you have a 
long narrow walk on the 
shaded side of the house, a 
row of espaliered Camellias 
or Azaleas would provide 
year-round beauty. 
They 
give 
you 
bloom 
and 
dramatic substance without 
getting in your way as you 
walk by. 
If the narrow path is on 
the sunny side of the house,

include

Fuff — or perhaps a choice 
Citrus variety. 
All bloom 
profusely, but if color is not 
a prime consideration, the 
handsome foliage of Wax 
Leaf f^rivet, V’iburnum, or a 
Ju n ip er 
variety 
would 
highlight the area. 
Pyracantha 
and 
Holly 
both 
provide 
bright 
red 
berries in the cool season, 
and are available already 
started as espaliers. Fruits 
most commonly grown by 
this method according to the

Nurserymen are Pear and 
Apples, 
since

bear 
their crops on the same 
short spurs each year. 
C h e c k

attempting to espalier your 


personal

Other choices for creating 
a decorative effect against a 
wall are Loquat. with big 
tufted leaves and yellow 
full; the Magnolia, which 
has 
glossy 
foliage 
and 
f ragr ant 
bloom s; 
and 
Evergreen F^ear — a non­ 
fruiting specimen, which is 
know'n for its early spring 
white flowers and luxuriant 
green foliage. 
Many who are growing 
espaliers find the practice 
an enjoyable and relaxing 
endeavor. FCstablishing the 
desired pattern and training 
the branches to follow and 
ful-fill the design is a fun 
experience.

your garden grow

Leaves, twigs, brush, trash 
can work for you in your 
garden 
Make 
them 
into 
compost It helps your gar­ 
den grow! 
A ton of compost occupies 
a space only four feet square 
and four feet high and will 
last the average gardener a 
long time You can use it to 
fertilize flower beds, vege­ 
table gardens, berry patches 
and shrubs. 
Burning leaves and debris 
takes time. Many towns now 
prohibit this outmoded prac­ 
tice Besides, it is a waste 
of valuable organic matter 
Leaves, 
g r a s s 
clippings, 
hedge cuttings, cornsUlks, 
straw, old mulches all make 
compost. Build two compost 
pits so material from one 
can be used while you’re 
working the other 
Do a light raking of lawns 
and garden each spring. Re­ 
move 
leaves 
and 
trash. 
Spread this organic matter 
in layers about four inches 
thick Then spread on top- 
soil. sand or peat. Continue 
building up alternate four- 
inch layers during the sea­ 
son. 


Leave a depression in the 
middle. .Add water the fir.st 
few days, then sprinkle peri­ 
odically. Turning every few 
weeks with a pitchfork or 
spade 
hastens 
decomposi­ 
tion, since the fastest work­ 
ing bacteria thrive in the 
presence of air. 
For each foot in height, 
throw on a few handfuls of 
5-10-5 fertilizer plus a small 
amount of acid phosphate to 
correct any odor problems 
and hasten decomposition of 
the compost .As you tidy up 
garden areas, keep adding 
old leaves, parts of vegeta­ 
bles you aren’t using like 
carrot tops, cabbage leave-^ 
Add limestone only if you 
know by soil test that the 
garden soil to which compost 
is to be added is too acid 
Your basic idea is to create 
rich humus. 
A word of caution. Don’t 
add on any plant material 
known to be infected with 
plant diseases. But as you 
prune, small branches and 
twigs, even table scraps, ex­ 
cept animal fat can be in­ 
cluded and spaded in 
You can even add a bonus 
by putting earthworms into 
the pile They’ll work rapidly 
to break down the material 
and give you a ready source 
for fishing as they multiply 
A ton of compost in a four- 
foot square can save dollars 
and improve your gardens 
this year.

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If you’re one of those who 
think Spring is the only

sparkling color from shrubs 
in the landscape, you have a 
pleasant surprise coming. 
There is a host of summer- 
flowering shurbs — all are 
excellent plants for using in 
the 
landscape, 
or 
for 
highlighting 
the 
garden 
during the hot months of the 
year. 
Fuchsias and Hydrangeas 
have long been summertime 
favorites because of their 
abundant 
blooms. 
But, 
there 
are 
many 
more, 
including 
this 
B aker’s 
dozen, 
offered 
by 
the 
California 
Association 
of 
Nurserymen. 
The 
Glossy 
Abelia 
is 
loaded 
in 
summer 
with 
white, bell-shaped flowers. 
This handsome evergreen is 
never unattractive — even 
out of bloom. 
It’s a large’ 
grower, as contrasted to the 
Mystery Gardenia, which 
boasts florist-type blossoms 
and has a distinctive deep 
g r e e n 
f o l i a g e 
t h a t 
commands attention. 
Bright red flowers adorn

Oleander varieties liven-up 
the surroundings with red, 
pink and white flowers — 
and there is a lovely range 
of shades of colors to choose 
from, including soft yellow.

the past, the gardener who 


had an entire bed of them 
was envied by his friends. 
Today, in addition to the 
familiar

flowers, 
there are double Transvaal 
Daisies, whose flowers are 
so 
large 
and 
exquisite 
people want to touch them 
to see if they are real. Plus, 
plantsmen 
have 
created 


intense colors — orange and 
red 
hues, 
and 
golds, 
creams, and white. Set out 
the plants in a well-drained 
spot with the root crown 
slightly above the soil level. 


Day Lilies, like Transvaal 
Daisies, bloom for months 
during

sum m er. 
Yellow, gold, mahogany or 
red blooms are borne on tall 


stalks, and the foliage is 
appealing. Bring sun-loving 
Day Lilies to the forefront, 
or plant them at the edge of 
the lawn — or at the far 
reaches of the garden.
